GENERAL BUTLER DEAD 


Fought For Confederacy and Served 


In Spanish-American War 


Columbia, S. C., April 15.—Gen- 


eral Marion C. Butler of Edgefield, 
former United States senator and oue 
of the Confederate cavalry generals, 
died here la^t night, ayed 73. 
His 


death was due to a complication of 
diseases, induced by an old wound. 


General Butler served through the 


Civil war, rising from captain to ma- 
jor general of cavalry in the Confeder- 
ate service.

Obliteration of Party of Union and 


Progress Accomplished by Very Sol- 


diers Who Had Been Its Mainstay— 
Civil War Will Result If Troops at 
Adrianople 
and Saloniki Remain 


Faithful to the Committee 


Constantinople, April 15.—After the 


stirring events of Tuesday and the 
early part of Wednesday in tlie Turk- 
ish capital, the successful formation 
of the cabinet and the issuance- of an 
imperial proclamation ordaining the 
observaLce of ibe Sheri laws and the 
preservation of the constitution has 
served to bring about a comparatively 
peaceful situation here. Tho members 
of the new cabinet, of which Tewlik 
Pasha is the grand vizier, have been 
installed iu office. 


The formation of the cabinet, al- 


though it is not composed according to 
general expecatious, has greatly re- 
lieved tlie tension. 
The majority o£ 


the people passed a sleepless night 
Tuesday, owing to 
the 
continuous 


discharges of musketry. 


Confidence is gradually returning, 


although the military situation will re- 
quire all the energies of the new gov- 
ernment for its successful handling 
and the promulgation of wise meas- 
ures so that the army may be placed 
ou a more satisfactory basis. 


One of the first acts of the gov- 


ernment will be to supply new officers 
to replace those who have been re- 
jected by the men, and this will be 
no easy task. 
Fortunately, the new 


minister of war, Edheni Paslia, is 
generally respected and trusted, and 
it is believed that he will succeed in 
restoring order. 


Much anxiety is felt concerning the 


attitude of the Second and Third army 
.corps at 
Adriauople 
and 
Saloniki. 


Should they remain faithful to the 
committee on union and progress, the 
result must be civil war. 


It is noteworthy that while the revo- 


lution of last July was the work of 
officers, the present movement was 
carried forward by the soldiers, aided 
by the religious party, the leaders in 
the movement being the very troops, 
the Saloniki Chausseurs, which here- 
tofore had been the mainstay of me 
committee of union aud progress. 


The rising has resulted in the com- 


plete obliteration of this committee 
and its newspaper organs, while many 
deputies representing the committee 
group have resigned or remain in 
their homes. 


During the whole thrilling, 
mo- 


mentous episode, the salient features 
of the revolution were the loyalty oi 
the troops and the people to the sul- 
tau, whose name was frequently ac- 
claimed, and the absence of attacks 
on the lives and property of citizens. 


The new cabinet held a meeting last 


night to deliberate on the situation. 
The grand vizer and Sheik Ul Islam 
arrived at the porte in suite Tuesda.y 
afternoon and were cheered by an im- 
mense crowd that had gathered there. 
On the approach of the cortege an in- 
timation was sent to the troops, and 
the discharges of musketry ceased like 
magic.
